Governor of Alabama, 
Dear Sir : — 

As required by section 3398 of the Code, I submit 
herewith the annual report of this department for 
the fiscal year ending September SOth, 1898. 
Such report embraces condensed statements of the 
condition of the Treasury, the several special funds, 
the bonded debt of the State, a record of coupon 
bonds received in exchange for registered bonds, the re- 
ceipts and disbursements, itemized statement of out- 
standing warrants issued by the Auditor during previ- 
ous years and paid during the past year, and the daily 
receipts, disbursements and balances. The report fijom 
this oflSce for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1897, 
embraced a complete itemized statement of receipts and 
disbursements, but under the authority given the Gover. 
nor under section 3398 of the Code, such itemized por- 
tions of the Treasurer's report that appeared in the 
Auditor's report, were not printed. Acting upon the 
idea that only such portions.of the report of this depart- 
ment would be ordered printed for this year, the item, 
ized statements of receipts ahd disbursements are not 
given, but being transcripts from the books in the office, 
they can be easily examined at any time. 

From the condensed statement showing the condition 
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of the Treasury, the cash balance is $75,243.25. There 
were on that day outstanding warrants issued by the* 
Auditor, and unpaid ; balances due on salaries 
earned and not paid ; and amounts due to special funds, 
in all, $316,999.15. . Deducting from this the cash bal- 
ance, leaves the deficiency $241,755.90. Nothing is set 
epart in this stateiiient for the payment of sheriffs' 
claims for the feeding and removal of prisoners, for the 
reason that the receipts from Judges of Probate, Clerks,, 
and other officers, on collections made by them prior to- 
September 30th, 1898, will not reach the Treasury until 
after the beginning of a new fiscal year, and these will 
be nearly it not quite sufficient to pay such sheriffs^ 
claims. 

Section 2019 of the Code makes it the duty of the 
Treasurer to appoint, with the approval of the Gover- 
nor, a fiscal agent in the city of New York, whose duty 
it is to pay the interest on the State debfc. Soon after 
entering upon my duties, the American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank of New York was appointed as the fiscal 
agent of the State, and I have your written approval of 
such appointment. This bank has served the State 
most acceptably, and it is a pleasure to do business with 
stich a systematic and accommodating institution. 

Section 2020 ^designates how money shall be drawn 
out of the Treasury and the accounts kept, which section 
has been complied with. 

Section 2021 requires that *Hhe money to pay the in- 
terest on such bonded indebtedness, which is to be paid 
in the city of New York, shall be by the Treasurer re- 
mitted by express or otherwise, as he may deem best, 
to the fiscal agency in such city," etc. I construe the 
purpose of this section, giving the Treasurer discre- 
tipnary powers as to the manner of remitting funds, to 
be that he shall adopt the cheapest mode. Acting under

thafc construction, I have used principally the ex- 
•change received from county officials, sending the same 
direct to the fiscal agent for credit of interest account. 

Since I have entered upon the duties of Treasurer, 
there has been transmitted to New York on this account, 
and to and from New York on account of temporary 
loans, something over $1,000,000.00, which, at the regu- 
lar rate of exchange, would have cost not less than $2,- 
600.00; when in fact it has cost the State only $255.00 
— a saving of $2,245.00 in this item alone. The $255.00 
was incurred at a time when the money was needed in 
New York, and the Treasury had not sufficient exchange 
on hand for the purpose, which necessitated the trans- 
mission by express or exchange ; but in no case was the 
premium paid for exchange in excess of express rates. 

All cancelled coupons paid at Treasury and in New York 
prior to July 1st, 1898, have been arrranged, recorded 
and filed as required by section 2025 of the Code, after 
the accounts for payments and expenses had been exam- 
ined by Hon. John Purifoy, Chief Examiner of Public 
Accounts. 

Section 3611 of the Code makes it the duty of the 
Treasurer, when warrants drawn by the Auditor on the 
pay-rolls of county-superintendents and treasurers of 
separate school districts, are filed in his office, "to 
forward by express or exchange at the expense of the 
State, the amount of such warrant, and the pay-roll and 
duplicate receipts for said sum," etc., to the officer au- 
thorized to receive the same. Under this section there 
was transmitted for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1897, $607,259.11, and for the fiscal year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1898, $709,352.90, an excess of $102,093.79 
for the past year, there being five quarterly payments 
for the year 1898. For several years the financial con- 
dition of the Treasury would not admit of sending the 
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funds for the last quarter in the fiscal year, until after 
the beginning of the new fiscal year, but this condition 
has so improved that the funds for quarter ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1898, were transmitted prior to the close of 
the fiscal year, except for two counties whose pay-rolla 
had not been filed, one of which, however, has since 
been paid. The cost of transmitting this amount of 
funds for two years, at the usual rates of exchange, etc., 
would amount to not less than $2,500^00 ; but by the use 
of economical and business methods, in sending ex- 
change at reduced rates, and sometimes at par, or trans- 
mitting by express, when the exchange could not be pro- 
cured upon as favorable terms, the actual cost has been 
$1,290.20. I would recommend that section 3611 of the 
Code be so amended as to allow the tax collectors and 
judges of probate to cash and take up any warrants 
for «^chool purposes whenever they have funds in hand, 
such warrants upon payment to be forwarded to the 
Treasurer for credit of the officer paying the same. 

On April 16, 1898, I received an inclosure by mail, the 
sum of $25.00 in currency. Accompanying the same, 
without postoffice address or date, was the following 
letter : 

'^DearSir: — Please charge back taxes, $25.00, and 
credit same with aniount inclosed. 
'*Very truly, 

** Nicholas Nickleby.'' 

As neither the Auditor nor Treasurer has any account 
against Nicholas Nickleby for back taxes, the amount 
cannot be certified into the treasury, hence the matter 
is referred back to you, for such action as the General 
Assembly in their wisdom may deem best. 

Under section 3094 of the Code, authorizing foreign 
corporations to become surety on official bonds, the 
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Fidelity and Deposit Company of Maryland, the Na- 
tional Surety Company of New York, and the United 
States Fidelity and Guaranty Company of Baltimore, 
have deposited bonds, the yalue of which is consider- 
ably above par, amounting to $50,000.00 each, and arev 
authorized to write official bonds in this State. The^^ 
wisdom of this law is shown by the fact that the pre- 
mium rate for writing this class of risks, has been verj 
greatly reduced since the ac}; has been in force. 

At present, the Treasurer is required to give bond in 
the sum of $250,000.00. Because^of the meager salary, 
he is unable to make it through guaranty companies, but 
necessity forces him to ask personal friends to become 
surety, which is very embarrassing to both. I^am^in- 
formed that the three corporations heretofore named,;, 
who are authorized to take such business, will write the' 
bond at a very low rate, which premium could be paid, 
by the State very easily. Therefore, I recommend that' 
the General Assembly make an appropriation to pay for 
the premium on the Treasurer's bond, and that such 
bond or bonds be made through guaranty comlpanies. 
This I am sure will prove more satisfactory, and will 
leave the Treasurer without embarrassment or under life- 
long obligations to friends. 

The present manner of keeping the State funds iir 
vault is out of date, and should be changed so as to pro- 
vide bank depositories for the keeping of same. This 
conclusion has been reached after an experience of four- 
teen years clerical services in the Treasurer's and Audi- 
tor's oflBces, and for the last two years as Treasurer ; and 
a change to depositories will be in keeping with ad- 
vanced business methods. In response to letters of 
inquiry to Treasurers of all the older States, I have- 
received replies to thirty- three. Twenty-five of these- 
have laws governing the deposit of funds in banks, and 
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eight have no statutes authorizing it, but a majority of^ 
these keep funds in banks under certain regulations. 
The depository laws in some of these States have been 
in force thirty or forty years, and not one of them sug- 
gests a return to the old plan of keeping the funds in 
vault. Some require deposits of government, state, 
county or municipal bonds, while others require bonds 
of guaranty companies, or personal security. All the 
States that have depository laws, except two, receive 
from the banks interest at the rate of two per cent, to 
four per cent, on daily balances, and the amount re- 
ceived from this source varies from $10,000.00 to 
$94,000.00 per annum. The benefits derived from 
such a system are very many, but I will call attention 
to the following : 

1st. A saving to the State of quite a sum in cost in- 
curred in transmitting funds to and from the Treasury, 
as a large proportion of funds received is returned to the 
counties remitting the same, in the payment of school 
and other claims. 

2nd. The interest on daily balances, such as most of 
the States receive, is a source of revenue. 

3rd. As money was not made to be locked up, but 
for circulation, such a law will keep it in the channels 
of trade, and thus serve the purpose for which it was 
issued. 

4th. The keeping of large sums of monoy in Treas- 
ury vault, besides being expensive to guard, is very 
tempting co those contemplating burglary or robbery. 

5th. A law taking nearly all funds out of the Treas- 
ury will obviate the necessity of such a large bond 
from the Treasurer; and the bond required could be 
made through guaranty companies at small cost to the 
State. 
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While there are many other reasons that could be ad* 
danced in favor of it, I trust that the foregoing are suf- 
ficient to- commend to the General Assembly the advisa- 
bility of passing such a law. Of course, every safeguard 
should be thrown around it, and the banks in which 
State funds are kept should be required to deposit in 
the Treasury vault, Government or Stajte bonds, the 
stability of which cannot be questioned. Such a law 
should be framed with as little machinery as possible, 
and so as to guard against friction between those enforc- 
ing it. To serve the purposes of the law a suflScient 
number of depositories should be established, and so 
conveniently located, that the cost of transmitting funds 
to and from such depositories will be saved. 

The Treasurer is the custodian of the following bonds 
held in trust for the Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege, to-wit: Forty-five bonds of $100 each, issued 
under act approved December 15, 1865, that matured 
November 1, 18^6, and 249 bonds of $1,000 each, issued 
under act approved December 15, 1871, that matured 
the first Monday in January, 1892, all of which bear in- 
terest at the rate of eight per cent, per annum, and 
amounting in the aggregate to $253,500. All of these 
bonds are past due. As the credit of the State is 
pledged to payment of interest (Sec. 3688 Code), and 
AS such interest is paid by a direct appropriation 
(Sec. 3697 Code), the matter is referred to you for such 
recommendation as may seem best in the premises. 

Since entering upon the duties of this office I have 
had the valuable services of Messrs. George R. Boyd 
and R. P. Anderson until August 1st, last, when Mr.* 
Anderson resigned his position to accept a more lucra- 
tive one with a bank in Selma, the salary of $1,200 
received from the State not being commensurate with 
the duties and responsibilities attached thereto. To 
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secure a successor to Mr. Anderson, who had filled the 
position with entire satisfaction to the Treasurer and the 
public, was no small matter. It is a source of gratifica- 
tion, however, to say that Mr. J. C. Pope has accepted 
the place made vacant by Mr. Anderson's resignation, 
and has entered upon his duties. To be able to secure 
one with his qualifications and experience, I consider 
fortunate for both the State and myself. The experience 
of Mr. Boyd as bookkeeper in the office for the last six 
years, makes his services in that position almost indis- 
pensable, and I do not see how the office could well spare 
him. The needs of the office require men of integrity and 
superior qualifications, and it is very hard to secure 
them at the prices paid ; one of the clerks gets only 
$1,200. To conduct the aff*airs in a business way, the 
oflBce should have an appropriation of not less than 
$3,000 per annum to pay the two regular clerks. 

In conclusion, permit me to extend to you my thanks 
for your aid and co-operation in the administration of 
the office.
